W ashington, May 
14.— President 
Wilson today signed a pardon for W. 
H. Garanflo. form er president of the 
State National Bank of Little Rock, 
Ark., now in the Federal Prison at 
A tlanta, Georgia. 
The form er bank president was a 
banker and 
prom inent citizens 
of 
Southeast Missouri for about tw enty- 
live years and is well known in S* 
Louis business circles. 
He was post­ 
m aster of New Madrid, Mo., for sev­ 
eral term s and at the same tim** was 
a mem ber of the board of the ( ’ape 
G irardeau Normal. 
H e w ent to Little Rock and became 
president of the S tate National Bank, 
which went into receivership in 1914. 
In 1917 Garanflo was tried and con­ 
victed on six counts ofj irregularities 
in connection with the banks’ dif­ 
ficulties. 
The bank, under the receiv­ 
ership, paid dollar for dollar and G 
per cent 
interest to all depositors, 
and the receiver also turned 
over a 
large am ount of money to the stock­ 
holders, 
Garanfio’s pardon was recommended 
by .Juhn Skelton Williams, C om ptrol­ 
ler of the Currency, and his state- 
mn in connection with the case 
is 
said to have been the only one of the 
Kind ever issued by the T reasury De­ 
partm ent. 
It set fo rth that the charg 
t*s against G aranflo 
were 
technical 
and th a t the records did not indicate 
that he had profited in any way by 
the b ank’s involvement.

Southeast Missouri for about tw enty- 
five years and is well known in S*. 
Louis business circles. 
He was post­ 
m aster of New Madrid, Mo., for sev­ 
eral term s and a t the sam e tim e was 
a mem ber of the board of the Cape 
G irardeau Normal. 
He went to Little Rock and became 
president of the S tate National Hank, 
which w ent into receivership in 1914. 
In 11*17 Garanflo was tried and con­ 
victed on six counts of4 irregularities 
in connection with the ban k s’ dif­ 
ficulties. 
The bank, under the receiv­ 
ership, paid dollar for dollar and C 
per cent 
interest 
to all depositors, 
and the receiver also turned 
over a 
large am ount of money to the stock­ 
holders. 
Garanflo’s pardon was recommended 
by John Skelton Williams, C om ptrol­ 
ler of the Currency, and his state- 
mn in connection with the case 
is 
said to have been the only one of the 
kind ever issued by the T reasury De­ 
partm ent. 
It set forth that the charg 
es against G aranflo 
were 
technical 
and th a t the records did not indicate 
that he hail profited in any way by 
the bank’s involvement.

jecttirs and pacifists. 
They want to 
indict our Government for Czarism in 
c nnection with the Debs 
campaign 
ft»r revolution. 
The imprisoned Debs, glorying in

No farm is equipped for efficient
